Tlie Distribution, of Asphalts. 


Bituminous substances, apparently of 


organic origin, are found in various 
parts of tho world. Sometimes they oc- 
cur in a free state, as in We Jsla'nn ot 
Trinidad, and at others impregnating 
calcareous rocks, or serving us a cement 
to hold the particles together, as at Val 
dc Travers or Seysscl, 


For several reasons the asphalt lake 


in Trinidad possesses special interest; for 
U5. The island, which is tho sotithcrn- 
niost of the Lesser Antilles, lies o!V the 
northern coast of South America, and is 
easily accessible from any of our sea- 
ports. Here, amid tun most luxuriant 
vegetation, is a 
_ 


on tin? surface of which 


lies a crust of asphalttim of such lenncity 
thttt. in the rainy season a person uau 
walk across it; bnt. under the inllucnce 
of the hot sun, it softens to a I hick tar. 
Tliis crust receives accessions from be- 
neath, and formerly it would overflow 
and run into the" sen, more -than 
two 
miles away. 
A similar .sub- 


stance, known as "Jew's pilch," is 
washed ashore in considerable quanti- 
ties around tho borders of the Dead Sea. 
In Texas, south of Shreveporl, there is 
paid to be a pitch lake containing large 
quantities of bitumen, but little is yet 
known about it. In Southern Cal'fov- 
nia there are accumulations of asphalt on 
the coast at Santa Barbara. San Luis 
Obispo, etc. which resembles, when 
pure, that from Trinidad. It promises 
to supply tlie wants of the western 
coast, as'Trinidad will that of the east- 
ern part of this country. 


In Kentucky tJirtro'is a considerable 


quantity of a'sphaltic mineral \vliioK 
may some time by utilized fo.r road- 
making. 


An interesting and valuable asphaltic 


mineral, known as Alberlile. is found 
in New Brunswick; and a s'.milav one, 
called tlrahamite, occurs in '\Vest Vir- 
ginia and other parts of the country. 
In the mountains west of Denver, .in 
Colorado, is a vertical bed of hard aud 
brittle asphalt, not unlike Grahamito, 
while Albortito is found in small quanti- 
ties in Lorain County, Ohio, and Casey 
County, Kentucky. 


Bitumen is likewise found in Cuba, 


and is brought into commerce under ihe 
name of cliupo])otc, or Mexican asphalt. 


In Europe asphalt occurs chielly iu 


limestone, which forms, when crushed 
and packed, an excellent pavement. 
The principal points at which it is found 
are the following: Yal de Travers. in 
the Swiss Canton, of Keufchatcl, four- 
teen miles from Neufchatel, and sixteen 
or seventeen in'des by rail from the 
French borders; Seyssel, on the Rhone, 
in the French department of the Ain, 
about thirty-three miles from Geneva; 
Lolisann, a'srnall town, in Northern Al- 
sace; Vorwohle, in Braunschweig; and 
Limmer, near the city of Hanover. The 
Italian province of Caserta, in the neigh- 
borhood of Naples, supplies Rome with 
an asphalt much used for terraces and 
ilat roofs/—E. J- Ifallock,

Adulterated Preserves. 


According lo the correspondent of 


an English trade journal, it is a mistake 
to suppose that fi'iiit is absolutely neces- 
sary to the manufacture of preserves, 
lie describes a visit to a large jam-pro- 
ducing factory, in which ho foti'id that 
the work was" bciu<r bravch' carried on 
without the aid of fruit at all. Jams of 
various kinds were being produced be- 
fore hia eyes—currant, plum, apricot, 
strawberry, raspberry and gooseberry. 
Yet neither currant, plum, slrawbcrry, 
apricot.'raspberry nor gooseberry was 
in tho building. Turnips served the 
purpose of the fruit. 
The flavoring 


matter was extracted front coal tar, and 
the resemblance 
to 
raspberry and 


strawberry jam was further produced 
by mixing the boiling compound with 
small seeds with some cheap innocuous 
herb. 
A common form of sugar is used, 


and this is the only honest ingredient 
of the mess. Theie preserves' are of- 
fered as made from "this season's 
fruit," .
